UNDER “HOLD-THE-LINE™ 
EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 9328 


Slowly, the paralysis inflicted 


of the national war labor board by the ‘“Hold-the-Line” exec- 


utive order No. 9328 is starting 


certainty to clear, not only for the workers, but for the national 


and regional boards themselves 
whose status has been dubious 
since the “Hold-the-Line” or- 
der, are now beginning to be 
reaffirmed, restrained or ad- 


justed, and instructions are at 
last beginning to be issued to the 
regional boards. As a result, em- 
ployes seeking wage and other ad- 
justments can once more know 
what adjustments they may be 
granted and what steps to take in 
going about to obtain them. 

The tregional boards have just 
been informed by the national board 
that they may deal with the fol- 
lowing three types of cases: 


1. “Intra-plant adjustments 
which are necessary to do equi- 
ty and to promote production 
and which are not mentioned 
in the May 12 directive of 
economic stabilization director.” 


2. “Applications by employ- 
ers not under the fair labor 
standards act to pay time and 
one-half for hours over forty, 
or to change from a fluctuating 
to a fixed work week for the 
purpose of computing overtime 
as currently permitted to em- 
ployers who are under said 
act.” 


3. Adjustments incident to the 
improvement of work condi- 
tions which do not involve in- 
creasing basic wage rates and 
which do not exceed the sound 
prevailing practice in the in- 
dustry or area.” 


The latter adjustments include 
such items as vacation pay, sick | 
leave plans, night shift bonuses and | 
holiday pay. 

As a matter of fact, a separate 
interpretation has been issued by | 
the national war labor board on 
the subject of sick leave plans: 
“While sick leave plans do require | 
board (regional) approval, any rea- | 
sonable sick leave plan may be) 
approved. It is clear that such | 
plans do not result in general in- 
creases, have no inflationary ten- 
dencies, and should result in 
increased production and a more 
effective prosecution of the war.” 

Further clarifying the powers of 
the regional boards, the national! 
board stated that “reasonable” 
wage adjustments in cases of pro- 
motions, reclassifications, merit 
increases, incentive wages and the 
like may be made by the regional 
boards, if such adjustments do not 
increase production costs or result 
in the need to raise prices. 

On the subject of incentive wages, 
however, it is still necessary to 
move cautiously, according to the 
national board, until further ex- 
perience is had with various types 
of such plans. Specific regulations 
for approval of incentive plans will 
be forthcoming in the future. In 
the meantime, however, it appears 
that the unions will have a great 
deal to do with the formulation of 
these regulations, as the new na- 
tional board feels that the working 
out of incentive plans is peculiarly 
suited to collective bargaining, and 
that the unions should always be 
consulted in the preparation of 
such plans.

The Central Labor Council is in 
receipt of a communication from 
the treasury department, enclosing 
a report by Henry Morgenthau, Jr., 
secretary of the treasury, on the 
story of America’s greatest war 
loan, which has just ended in a 
successful drive, exceeding the goal 
set by mofe than 5 billion dollars. 
During the three weeks between 
April 12th and May Ist, the Amer- 
ican people invested 18 billion, 500 
million dollars in the future of 
their free country. 

In his report, Mr. Morgenthau, 
Jr., stated: “This was the most tre- 
mendous financing task in the his- 
tory of the world. I feel the people 
should have the facts about this 
successful undertaking. It will make 
them proud but more than that, it 
will give them a better understand- 
ing of the even greater tasks yet 
to be done in financing the most 
expensive war in history. We ex-

FURTHER “SUBSTANDARDS 
OF LIVING” FORMULA 


In spite of the fact that the 


entire wage stabilization policy 


as it affects the unions has a number of important angles, all of 
which are of tremendous importance, there is a tendency to 
ignore those phases that mean the most to laber by placing too 


much emphasis on the sub-standard living aspect of the whole 
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problem. Without a doubt, the 
problem of fixing an adequate 
sub-standard living level based 
on the actual budgetary needs 


of the employes—on what it 
actually takes to live in health and 
decency—-is one of enormous mag- 
nitude, involving millions of wage 


earners throughout the country. | 


Nevertheless, it is a question of 

how to approach this question. 
Labor cannot afford to ignore 

cost-of-living adjustments, wiping 


out of wage inequalities and the | 


correction of gross inequities by 
concentrating only on what sort of 


a sub-standard of living formula | 


can be worked out with the regional 
war labor board. To do this would 


be to sidetrack the main issues 
that now face labor. In fact, it 


would mean the giving up of any 
hopes to correct the present in- 
equalities between the leaping price 
thermometer and the zero condi- 
tion of wages. It would amount, in 
fact, to accepting a wage cut with- 
out trying to do something about it. 
As far as establishing a sub- 
standard living formula is con- 
cerned, this is a problem that 
will be with us for many years 
after the war. It is a problem 
of many years’ history and will 
continue to remain on the 
agenda of labor. In this particu- 
lar instance, the question is to 
formulate a sub-standard liv- 
ing level which will be agreed 
upon by the regional war labor 
board. This means that the 
whole meaning of what is a 
sub-standard living level must 
be gauged by the policy of the 
war labor board as decided by 
the “Hold-the-Line” order is- 
sued on April 8 by the presi- 
dent, and subsequently permit- 
ted to thaw out a wee bit as it 
affects the adjustment of in- 
equalities. 
Contrary to the understanding of 
some, it does not mean. that if 
labor was to be able to prove with 
statistical data that it takes at 
least $.90 an hour for a person to 
live decently and in health, and the 
war labor board accepted this proof 
as being entirely convincing, the 
board could then turn around and 
order such a rate of pay to be 
given. This is not the case. Ac- 


jtually, this approach to the prob- 


lem is not the board’s understand- 
ing of it. So as to create greater 
clarification, we would like to give 
a brief review of the most recent 
decision of the national war labor 
board regarding this question. 

Under terms of the April 
executive order, the national

Help Enforce Price Ceilings 


Price ceilings and rollbacks proposed by OPA represent an 
effort to stop the rise in living costs, although not a significant 
price rollback. 

The dollar and cents meat price ceilings mark an important 
change from OPA's previous policy. They give labor a new 
chance to hold the price line for its own members. The OPA 
orders require posting of prices in all stores so that everyone 
may be sure he is not being overcharged, and official price lists 
have been published in newspapers in every city. Make sure 
that you and your wife each have one. Each union family can 
thus do a real job in stopping price rises by refusing to buy 
above the official price and reporting all violations. We must 
protect ourselves on the price front. 

Price violations found by union members should be reported 
at once to the union price committee, and by the committee to 
the local OPA price panel. Every local union should set up a 
price committee for this purpose. Members may also report to

STROKES FROM THE

The next meeting of the local will 


will be a special called meeting for 
election of officers for the coming 
year, As this paper’s deadline for 
news is Thursday, it is impossible 
to give the names of those nom- 
inated at the meeting of June 10th. 
However, every brother should 
take advantage of his right to say 
who will be the officers of the local 
for the next year and should attend 
this important meeting. It is ex- 
pected that several of the offices 
will be hotly contested. 


A great deal of confusion has ex- 
isted during the past week on the 
new manpower commission order 
establishing this area as a critical 
labor shortage area and placing the 
district under the 48-hour week. We 
herewith quote a few sections of 
the order to acquaint the members 
with what effect it will have in the 
painting industry. 

“5, Nothing in this order shall be 
construed as superseding or in con- 
flict with any federal, state or local 
law limiting hours of work or with 
the provisions of any individual or 
collective 


superseding or modifying any pro- 
vision of the fair labor standards 
(Act of June 25, 1938: 52 stat. 
1960; 29 U. 8. e. 201, et seq.) or any 
other federal, state or local law 
relating to the payment of wages 
or overtime.” 


In the face of the above order 
it would mean that all shops are to 
on the 48-hour week and all 
overtime over our regular hours 
shall be at the agreed rate. How- 
ever, another section of the order 
states that the order does not 
apply to shops employing less than 
& men. The order also states that 
every step should be taken to have 
it in effect by June 9th with the 
deadline on June 24th. Also, that 
an employer may make application 
to be excluded from the order under 
certain circumstances, that is, where 
he can show that the application of 
the order will not benefit the war 
effort. The bay area joint commit- 
tee and its affiliates has made an 
application to have the entire paint- 
ing industry excluded from the 
order but it is practically admitted 
that this will not be granted. The 
order will not change any projects 
operating under the OPM agree- 
ment and will not effect any shops 
working less than 8 men. All other 
shops should make preparations to 
come under the order as soon as 
possible as from the outlook of this 
writer at this time the deadline 
date will have to be adhered to. 
At the meeting of June 24th, this 
matter will be more fully discussed.

Mr. Meany strongly recommended 
in his talk, which was heard over 
the blue network, that in place of 
the ineffective American price con- 
trol system this country should 
adopt the plan in operation in 
Great Britain, under which for two 
years the cost of living has risen 
less than one-half of one per cent. 

“Compare that with our own 
|country, where the cost of living 
|has admittedly risen more than 
| twice that much in a single month,” 
he said. 
| Pointing out that American 
| Federation of Labor surveys 
prove that food prices have 
| skyrocketed to “disgraceful” 

heights, Mr. Meany said the 
consumers of the nation are 
weary of the unfulfilled prom- 
ises made repeatedly by OPA 
that the cost of food would not 
be permitted to get out of 
hand. 

“We cannot wait any longer,” he 
declared. “We must have real ac- 
tion now. We do not want more 
promises.” 

At the same time Mr. Meany 
made clear that labor’s criticism of 
OPA is constructive and that labor 
does not associate itself with the 
“nefarious” campaign of big busi- 
ness and pro-inflation farm organi- 
zations to wipe out OPA. 

“The crying need of today is to 
make price control better, not to 
make it worse,” Mr. Meany said.
